Even field 
day, where the idea is to get marginally interested hams more involved, 
nobody slows down. It makes me angry, because I'm a busy with a family 
including 2 boys and a demanding boss and I literally don't get on the air 
often enough to ever get good with the code. Although it's my favorite mode 
and I have an Advanced license, I am lousy when it comes to copying over 13 
to 15 wpm. 


But I don't blame these guys. The contest rules make it so the winner is the 
one with the auto repeat keyer that spits out his call at 35 wpm so he can 
get as many QSO's in the log as possible; his score is based on tonage, more 
speed, more points. 


So the only way for me to have any luck in a contest is to have the rules add 
one more challenge, beyond working QRP, or on batteries, homebrew gear, etc., 
and that's to work 'em slow.

I read some of the previous commentary, and I cannot fid any grand epiphany 
to hark back to. Can't remember when I was first interested, but when I was 
twelve, our next-door neighbor was moving. He was a TV technician and when 
he cleaned out his shop, he deposited wondrous treasures on the curb. I 
gathered up switches, lamps, resistors and assorted junque and spent days 
assembling marvelous lamp-switching networks using my little brother's 
woodburning pencil as a soldering iron. A year later I built a crystal 
radio. It worked better than I ever imagined it would. Every now and then 
I'd check out an ARRL Handbook from the library and browse through it, but I 
didn't know anybody who could help me along. 


Years passed. In 1974 I found myself in Germany. My housing area was home 
to an Army MARS station. I volunteered as an assistant operator. I and the 
chief op began taking classes at the home of Gerald "Jerry" Schader DA2BA 
once a week. It was an hour drive. I loved seeing Jerry's shack. He was 
active on HF in SSB, CW and slow-scan and also on VHF FM and SSB. I 
remember sitting in Jerry's kitchen taking the mail-in test for technician 
and then waiting anxiously for weeks for the license. Got WB5UKJ and then a 
few deutschmarks and another form and I was DA4BT. First rig on the air was 
a Heathkit HW-202, simplex.

Looking at my own experiences, I find that although I had a big curiousity 
about the hobby, in every case where I made and advance, there was another 
person who shared time and knowledge to help me along. I guess there's a 
lesson there somewhere.

I have been reading some recent threads about the SWL receiver market. 

Some of the information has been good, some has been downright 

erroneous and misleading. As one that has been in the SWL(sort of) for 
profit business for the past 37+ years(signals intercept and operations) 
there are a lot of GOOD receivers on the market that one can find for less 
that the $1000 ticket. One was just FS on this list, the Kenwood R-2000 is a 
very good receiver that can be later used as a separate receiver with 
transmitters for various bands, and with better sensitivity than a lot of the 
"Ham Radio" units that are on the market. If one would check the new/used 
lists at Electronic Equipment Bank, Universal Radio, Gilfer Shortwave, the 
odds of finding a reasonably priced receiver that is good for both 

SWL and later amateur operations. Also, don't forget to check at hamfests, 
swapmeets, both local and on the air types, for receiver listings as 

a lot do show up there at good prices. There are a lot of SWL and utility 
information web pages with information on receivers, and how to best 

look for one for the right situation. These receivers do not have to be 


the R-9000(Icom), Watkins-Johnson or Racal, or even in that price class. 
The Icom R-70 or even better R-71 series receivers are commercial quality 
and do very well, and are available on the used market at markedly reduced 
prices from new. The filtering is as in the amateur transceivers, using 
identical filters and providing the utmost in quality listening. The 
reputation of the Drake SW-8/R-8 series receivers is excellent. The older 
R-7 is a good receiver and also available on the used market. Another 
good receiver that uses the same microprocessor as the TS-440, etc., 

is the R-5000 receiver. At the location where I just retired from, We had 
in excess of 50 in operation and in the past ten years, only had electrical 
failure with 4 or 5, and that was mostly with a drifty PLL crystal. 

Except for the frequency range, the R-5000 worked as well as the Icom 
R-9000. The point I am trying to make is that there are a lot of good 
solid state SWL receivers out there that will do a good/excellent job 

as an amateur receiver. Not only that, they also offer an excellent 
platform for vhf/uhf experimentation as well as LF/VLF capabilities, 

to further explore 1750 meters and below. 

I apologize to the list for being so verbose, but I felt that the receiver 
issue was not being portrayed as it should.

Hi Bob, you correctly implied that the low horizontal loop has 

a high take-off-angle and the vertical loops have a low take-off-angle. 
That's why one works better during the daytime for short hops and the 
other works better at night for DX. Here's one loop that will do both: 


It's a vertical rectangle 20ft on the vertical sides and 51ft on the 
horizontal runs. If one feeds it halfway up one side, the take-off- 
angle is low. If one feeds it at a lower corner, the take-off-angle 
is relatively high. If one feeds it between those two points, one 
gets a nice combination of low/medium/high take-off-angles, a 
compromise all-purpose antenna. It could even be suspended on 
pulleys so the feedpoint and TOA could be changed like pulling on 

a clothes line. 


The reasons for making it a rectangle instead of a square are: 


Close to 50+j0 ohms feedpoint impedance (no matching required). 
Height of poles required is minimized (30-40 ft).

It makes me 
angry, because I'm a busy with a family including 2 boys and a demanding 
boss and I literally don't get on the air often enough to ever get good with 
the code. Although it's my favorite mode and I have an Advanced license, I 
am lousy when it comes to copying over 13 to 15 wpm. >> 


John, I have a couple of suggestions that will make your contesting less 
stressful and more satisfying. 


1. Since with qrp, you are not likely to be the first station to break the 
pileup, listen to a couple of exchanges before you call. Listen for the 
section/zone/serial number several times and write it down. Then when its 
your turn you already have the info. 


2. Focus on the section / serial number, etc. No matter what your real signal 
strength everyone is going to send 5NN (unless you are in qrp contest). You 
already know the call, you know the report, all you need to do is pick out 
the section/zone/serial number, etc. 


3. If you don't get the exchange, dont ask for a fill. Just hang around and 

listen to the station complete a few more contacts and then record the info. 
If you still can't pick it up after ten exchanges at 45 wpm, use a multimode 
controller and copy the morse on screen or do suggestion 4. 


4. If you are not going to submit the score, why even bother to record the 
section/zone, etc. Give the big time contester his score and then get out of 
the way. 


5. Purchase and use a memory keyer or use a computer program called CT to key 
your rig. With either option, all you have to do is push the right button or 
computer key and your call or your exchange is sent automatically at whatever 
speed you want. Give the contester what he wants. If he is going 45 wpm, give 
it to him at that speed. If he gets it at 10 wpm he will likely lose his 
concentration and have to ask you for a fill. Since he is likely to ask you 
for it at a speed faster than you can copy, then you are forced to ask him 
what he wants... not a fun situation. 


I can copy 30 wpm most of the time. When I encounter some one going faster, I 
follow the suggestions above. It has made cw contesting a lot less stressfull 


for me.

ARRL 10-Meter Contest Rules 


1) Object: For amateurs worldwide to exchange QSO 
information with as many stations as possible on 28 MHz. 

2) Contest Period: Second full weekend of December 
(December 14-15, 1996). Starts 0000 UTC Saturday; ends 2400 
UTC Sunday. All stations operate no more than 36 hours out 
of the 48-hour period. Listening time counts as operating 
time. 

3) Categories: 

(A) Single operator: One person performs all 
operating and logging functions. Use of spotting nets 
(operator arrangements involving assistance though DX- 
alerting nets, PacketClusters, etc) is not permitted. Three 
power-output categories: QRP_5-W output or less; low 


power_150-W output or less; high power_more than 150-W 
output. 

(1) Mixed mode (phone and CW) 

(2) Phone only 

(3) CW only 

(B) Multioperator: Single transmitter, mixed mode 
only. Those obtaining any form of assistance, such as relief 
operators, loggers or use of spotting nets. 

4) Contest Exchange: 

(A) W/VE stations (including KH6/KL7) send signal 
report and state or province (District of Columbia stations 
send signal report and DC). Novice and Technician stations 
sign /N or /T. 

(B) DX stations (including KH2/KP4, etc) transmit 
signal report and serial number starting with 001. 

(C) Maritime or aeronautical mobile stations send 
signal report and ITU Region (1, 2 or 3). 

5) Scoring: 

(A) QSO points: Count two points for each complete 
two-way phone QSO. Count four points for each two-way CW 
QSO. Count eight points for CW QSOs with US Novice or 
Technician stations signing /N or /T (28.1 to 28.3 MHz 
only). 

(B) Multipliers: Fifty US states (plus District of 
Columbia), Canada [NB (VE1), NS (VE1), PEI (VE1 or VY2), PQ 
(VE2), ON (VE3), MB (VE4), SK (VE5), AB (VE6), BC (VE7), NWT 
(VE8), YUK (VY1), NF (V01), LAB (V0O2)], DXCC countries 
(except the US and Canada), ITU regions (maritime and 
aeronautical mobiles only) per mode (phone and CW). 

(C) Final Score: Multiply QSO points by total 
multipliers (the sum of states/VE provinces/DXCC 
countries/ITU regions per mode). Example: KR1R works 2245 
stations including 1305 phone QSOs, 930 non-Novice CW QSOs, 
10 Novices CW QSOs, for a total of 6410 QSO points. He works 
49 states, 10 Canadian call areas, 23 DXCC countries and a 
maritime mobile station in Region 2 on phone and 30 states, 
8 Canadian call areas, and 19 DXCC countries on CW for a 
total multiplier of 140. Final score = 6410 (QSO points) X 
140 (multiplier) = 897,400 points. 

6) Miscellaneous: 

(A) Call signs and exchange information must be 
received by each station for a complete QSO. 

(B) No cross-mode contacts; CW QSOs must be made 
below 28.3 MHz. 

(C) Single-operator mixed-mode and multioperator 
stations may work stations once on CW and once on SSB. 

(D) Your call sign must indicate your DXCC country 
(K6LL in Arizona need not send K6LL/7, but K6GSS in Hawaii 


must send K6GSS/KH6) . 

(E) One operator may not use more than one call 
sign from any given location during the contest period. 

(F) All entrants may transmit only one signal on 
the air at any given time. 

(G) The use of non-Amateur Radio means of 
communication (eg, telephone) for the purpose of soliciting 
a contact (or contacts) during the contest period is 
inconsistent with the spirit and intent of this 
announcement. 

(H) A transmitter used to contact one or more 
stations may not subsequently be used under any other call 
during the contest period (with the exception of family 
stations). 

(I) The frequencies from 28.3 through 28.35 MHz 
are designated as a noncontest window (This means that 
stations may not call CQ contest in this window.). 

7) Reporting: 

(A) Entries must be postmarked no later than 30 
days after the end of the contest.

The floppy diskette must be 
IBM compatible, MS-DOS formatted, 3.5 or 5.25 inch (40 or 80 
track). The log information must be in an ASCII file, 
following the ARRL Suggested Standard File Format, and 
contain all log exchange information (band, date, time in 
UTC, call of station worked, exchange sent, exchange 
received, multipliers [marked the first time worked] and QSO 
points). One entry per diskette. An official summary sheet 
or reasonable facsimile with signed contest participation 
disclaimer is required with all entries. 

(3) You may submit your contest entry via the 
ARRL BBS (860-594-0306), via Internet to contest@arrl.org, or 
anonymous FTP to ftp.arrl.org. Send your summary sheet file 
(Make sure it includes all the pertinent information outlined 
in the official ARRL summary sheet.) and your log file 
following the ARRL Suggested Standard File Format. 

(B) Logs must indicate band, mode, date, time in 
UTC, calls and complete exchanges (sent and received), 
multipliers and QSO points. Multipliers should be marked 
clearly in the log the first time they are worked. Entries 
with more than 500 QSOs total must include cross-check 
sheets (dupe sheets). Send entries to: ARRL Contest Branch, 


225 Main St, Newington, CT 06111. 

8) Awards: A certificate will be awarded to the highest- 
scoring single-operator station (in each category) from each 
ARRL/RAC Section and DXCC country. The top scoring 
Novice/Technician station (in each category) in each ARRL 
Section will be awarded certificates. Top multioperator 
entries in each ARRL Division, Canada and each continent 
will receive certificates. Additional certificates will be 
awarded as participation warrants. 

9) Club Competition: ARRL-affiliated clubs compete for 
gavels on three levels: unlimited, medium, and local clubs. 
Details are listed in Club Competition Rules in the Contest 
Yearbook. 

10) Condition of Entry: 

(A) Each entrant agrees to be bound by the 
provisions, as well as the intent, of this announcement, the 
regulations of his of her licensing authority and the 
decisions of the ARRL Awards Committee. 

11) Disqualification: Excess duplicates and call 
sign/exchange errors. See Contest Disqualification Criteria 
in the Contest Yearbook for complete details.
